•  Section  10.1:  Any  refusal  to  be  tested  under  this  policy  will  be  deemed  a  positive  test  result. 
For  purposes  of  this  policy,  refusal  is  defined  in  the  Department's  Random  On-Duty  Alcohol 
and  Drug  Testing  Policy,  section  10.1. 

•  Section  1 0.2:  In  addition,  if  an  ASI  determines  that  alcohol  and  drug  testing  is  required  under 
this  policy,  and  if  a  driver  either  (1)  left  the  scene  of  the  accident  before  being  released  by  the 
ASI  (unless  transported  by  ambulance  from  the  scene),  or  (2)  failed  to  remain  readily 
available  for  the  required  period  of  time,  then  the  driver  will  be  deemed  to  have  refused  to 
submit  to  testing.
